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So it may be safely estimated that the expenditures for the cur. 
rent fiscal year, will exceeed the receipts by at least the above 
amount, ($581,610 89) and it will be necessary to provide for this 
deficiency in such manner as the Legislature may deem most prac- 
ticable and expedient. 

Great care has been taken in making the foregoing estimate, and 
I think it will be found that the receipts have neither been estimated 
at too small a figure nor the expenditures overestimated. 

The item of $50,000 for support of the penitentiary is rendered 
necessary from the fact that no steps were taken by the late Legish. 
ture to collect the large amount due that institution from various 
sources, nor was any appropriation made for the current expenses of 
the same, and as the penitentiary is not self-supporting, it will be 
absolutely necessary to make an appropriation of at least that amount 
to defray the expenditures of the same 


By “An act to provide for the salary and fees of district attor- 


neys,” approved August 11, 1870, the sum of $1,200 per annum 
was fixed as the salary of district attorneys; but in the general ap 
propriation act for the support of the State government, ete, ap- 
proved August 15, 1870, the sum of $35,000 was appropriated to 
pay the salaries of thirty-five district attorneys, at $1000 each 
per annum, so that there is a deficiency on this account of $7,000. 

In addition to this, under “An act to organize and define the 
powers of the Criminal District Court, in and for the counties of 
Galveston and Harris, and to prescribe the duties thereof, approved 


July 23, 1870,” the election of a district attorney is authorized ` 


whose salary shall be $1,200, which makes a total deficiency on this 
account of $8,200. l 
A number of the district judges qualified and entered upon the 


discharge of their duties prior to September first, the date upon . 


which the act making an appropriation for the payment of thar 
salaries took effect, so that in such cases there is no provision made 
for the payment of the salaries of district judges from the date of 
their qualification as such to September first, and to cover this de 
ficiency it will require an appropriation of sof less than $9,000. 

The item of $5,000 for deficiency in appropriation for first 
provisional government is for the salaries of officers under ths! 
government, and this amount must in equity be paid in specie, 

The sum of $200,000 (which includes the $40,286 28 balance 
undrawn of last appropriation) for cost of next Legislature, aud 
$100,000 for probable appropriations to be made, are not. 16 8 
believed, large estimates. 


T, 
PUBLIC DEBT. 


Tt is impossible to state what is the exact amount of the public 
debt of this State, nor can the same be accurately ascertained until 
some competent authority is ereated to deal with the subject. 

The auditorial board created by the act of November 9, 1866, 
estimated the debt of the State of Texas to be as follows :

How much this indebtedness will be decreased under the pro- 
visions of section thirty-four of article twelve of the constitution, i 
is impossible, at present, even to conjecture, as much will depend. 
upon the rulings of the authority that may be created to audit the 
publie debt. i 

It will be observed that under the provisions of the section above 
referred to, it may be keld necessary for. every person holding a 
claim against the State, to prove that he never entered the service of 
ihe Confederate States and that he never gave “ aid, countenance or. 
support to the rebellion," and in case of failure to make such proof: 
the claim may be decided worthless. If such should be the ruling, 
it will necessitate the inquiry and proof to be made in each individ- 
ual case, and will thereby effectually invalidate almost all of these, 
claims. If on the other hand it should be held that any person 
able to make the required proof of loyalty, and who is a bona fide 
purchaser of a claim against the State, formerly held by a person 
who could not make such proof, is not affected by the provisions of 
said section, then every claim held by persons who did “ aid, coun- 
tenance and support the rebellion,” will doubtless speedily pass into 
loyal hands, and the date of the transfer will, in most cases, be be- 
fore the war. If such be the construction of the constitution, it will 
practically admit and validate all claims against the State. 

So that the debt of Texas will, in a great measure, depend upon 
the construction of and ruling upon section 34 of article 12 of the 
Constitution, when it comes to he acted on by competent authority ; 
and as it 15 very questionable what that ruling and. construction will 
be, it is impossible to state certainly what is the actual amount of c 
said debt. i : : 

In the amount estimated by the Auditorial Board ($549,077 2p) 
that the debt due by the Penitentiary is not included, which, is’ is 
believed, will amount, with interest, to over $60,000 specie. : 
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The amount of 5 per cent. bonds, payable January 1, 1879, issued 
io the University fund in conformity with section 1 of * An act to 
secure the Common School and University funds," approved Novem- 
ber 12, 1866, to-wit: $134,472 26, and also the amount of State 
bonds, payable same time, issued in conformity with section 2 of 
same act, both being based upon 5 per cent. United States Indem- 
nity bonds formerly belonging to these funds, to-wit : $82,168 89— 
together aggregating $216,641 08, are valid debts due by the 
State to these funds, and the payment of the interest and the sink. 
ing fund should be provided for at once. 

There are $125,100 in 6 per cent. bonds issued to individuals by 
the Auditorial Board, all of which will have to be surrendered and 
the claims re-audited under the provisions of the new Constitution 
and the laws made in pursuance thereof. Of this amount, there is 
probably at least $100,000, with interest thereon, valid claims 
against the State. 

The following is about a fair estimate of the present State indebt- 
edness:

In tbis estimate, no account is taken of the $750,000 bonds to be 
issued for frontier protection, with the interest thereon and sinking. 
fund, nor of any liabilities that may have been contracted by the 
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te in granting subsidies and loans to railroad companies ; neither 
ae amount due to the United States on account of the “ Direct 
Tax," (which is considerable, but cannot be accurately stated,) 

into consideration. 

takan mie oom these additional items, which must hereatter be as- 
certained and provided for, it is only a moderate estimate to calcu- 
late that the expenditures for the current fiscal year will ex- 
ceed the receipts by at least $580,000, for which provision must be 
made, and a new item of indebtedness created. 

What amount of debt may be hereafter contracted by the State, 
under section two of “An act for carrying into effect the ordinance 
of the Convention (of 1869) securing the Common School and Uni- 
versity funds, and for other purposes" cannot row be estimated with 
any degree of accuracy. And it is a matter of considerable doubt 
and serious moment, whether the State is not bound to the Common 
School fund for all payments made to that fund in State warrants 
and other worthless paper, by virtue of laws enacted during the re- 
bellion. 

If it should be decided that the State is so bounden (which is 
more than probable,) it will increase the debt of Texas very largely. 

This estimate cannot, of course, be relied upon as precisely aceu- 
rate, but it will give a general outline of the status of the finances 
of the State. It is impossible to arrive at any definite conclusions, 
until the subject shall have been dealt with by some competent au- 
thority. 

Then, and not till then, can the public debt of Texas be positively 
and precisely known, but at the close of the current fiscal year, it 
will certainly be not less than, $1,500,000, (and we think it will be 
found to exceed that amount.) and that, too, without taking into 
consideration the liabilities which may have been incurred in aiding 
in the construction of railroads, the amount due the United States 
on account of the Direct Tax, or the amount which may and proba- 
bly will be decided to be due to the Common School fund on account 
` of bogus payments made thereto during the rebellion. 

As an offset to these large amounts due and to become due by the 


State, there is due to the State by the United States the following 
sums, to-wit :

Exclusive of accrued interest, which, when added, will swell the 
amount to at least $550,000, which could and should be collected 
without delay. 

A bill was introduced during the last session of the Legislature, 
authorizing the Comptroller of Public Accounts to ascertain and 
audit the public debt; but as the bill was not passed until on the 
very eve of adjournment, it failed to receive the signature of your 
Excellency, and so never became law, and this important matter 
still remains to be dealt with. I would urge upon your Excellency 
the necessity of a law authorizing the Comptroller to ascertain and 
audit the State indebtedness, or some such similar measure as will 
meet with your approval, as this is a subject of paramount impor- 
tance, and should no longer be neglected. 

In this connection, I will quote the correspondence had by me 
with Hon. M. H. Bowers, Hon. €, R. Johns and B. H. Epperson, 
Esq., in reference to the amounts due to this State by the United 
States, which, I think, will fully explain the subject :

Sre: I have the honor to enclose herewith a bill having for its 
object the eollection of the moneys due the State of Texas by the 
government of the United States, the investment of the School fund 
now lying idle in the Treasury vaults, and providing for the appro-' 


ke 
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priation of $5,000 to defray the expense of carrying into effect the 


provisions thereof, . 
I beg leave to call your attention to the following facts and figures 


relative to the claims of this State against the United States, which 


T am satisfied will fully demonstrate the importance of this subject, . 


and establish the necessity for the passage of the accompanying act, 
or some similar measure: 

In the fourth paragraph, section 1, of an actof Congress, entitled 
“An act proposing to the State of Texas the establishment of her 
northern and western boundaries, the relinquishment by the said 
State of all territory claimed by her exterior to said boundaries, and 
of-all her claims upon the United States, and to establish a territo- 
rial government for New Mexico,"— approved September 9, 1850; 
(chapter 49 of acts and resolutions passed at the first session of the 
thirty-first Congress of the United States) it is provided that ‘The 
United States, in consideration of said establishment of boundaries, 
cession of claim to territory, and relinquishment of claims, will pay 
to the State of Texas the sum of ten millions of dollars in a stock 


bearing five per cent. interest, and redeemable at the end of fourteen. 


years, the interest payable half-yearly at the Treasury of the United 
States;” and in the fifth paragraph of same section a proviso is 
made ‘That no more than five millions of said stock shall ve issued: 
until the creditors of the State, holdmg bonds and other certificates 
of stock of Texas, for which duties on imports were specially pledged, 
shall first file at the Treasury of the United States for or on account 
of said bonds or certificates, in such form as shall be prescribed by 
the Secretary of the Treasury, and approved by the President of 
the United States.” 

Subsequently (February 28, 1855), by act of Congress, it was 
provided “That in licu of the sum of five millions of dollars, paya- 
ble to the State of Texas, in five per cent. stock of the United 
States?” by the act hereinbefore referred to, ‘the Secretary of the 
Treasury be, and he is hereby authorized and directed to pay to the: 
creditors of the late Republic of Texas," * * * “the sum of 
seven millions seven hundred and fifty thousand dollars,” (see chap- 
tar CXXIX, page 617, “Statutes at large and Treaties of the 
United States of America, commencing with the second Session of 
the thirty-third Congress, 18541855”). 

So that in reality Texas received, or is to receive in consideration 
of the concessions before mentioned, the sum of $12,750,000 in 
lieu of the $10,000,000 originally agreed upon. 

Of this sum, Texas received the $5,000,000 of stock authorized, 
to be issued to her by said act, approved September 9, 1850,—the 
expenditure and present status of which will be hereinafter set forth. 


ETER 
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We are unable to state accurately the precise amount still due 
this State out of the $7,750,000, authorized to be retained for the 
liquidation ard payment of the debt due by the late Republic of 
Texas, at the date of her annexation to the United States, but it is 
believed to be not less than $200,000, and whatever is left is of 
course properly payable to the State, as the time within which these 
claims might have been presented and paid has long since expired. 
The Government has acknowledged this claim, and by pursuing the 
proper course, there is no doubt but that this large balance could 
easily be collected. 

In connection with this subject, 1 would invite your attention to 
the following documents, viz: Report to President of United 
States by the Secretary of the Treasury, on the public debt of 
Texas, approved by the President September 18, 1851 (see Appen- 
dix to the Fiscal History of Texas, by Wm. M. Gouge, page 298, 
T.;) also, Mr. Pearce's report of August 17, 1852, page 312, V., 
of same work; also, pages 817 and 818, of above named work. 

These documents are too voluminous to quote in full, but 1 think 
that a perusal of them will elucidate this subject more clearly than 
I can do, without being tedious!y prolix. 

Of the 5,000 one thousand. dollar five per cent. indemnity bonds 
heretofore mentioned, there belonged to the State, at the beginning, 
684, all of which were disposed of during the war, and paid at the 
Treasury of the United States, except as follows: 

Sixty-one on deposit in the United States Treasury; one hundred 
and fifty-one in the hands of Messrs. Droege & Co., of Manches- 
ter, England; nineteen were mailed in 1865 by Mr. W. L. Sloan, 
Agent of the Military Board, to Col. M. T. Johnson, and were lost 
in transit; four are in possession of John M. Swisher & Co., and 
four in the hands of a Mr. Peares. 

There is also in the hands of S. M. Swenson, of New York city, ' 
the sum of $9,800 in 5-20 United States bonds, and $551 75 in 
United States currency. the proceeds of the adjustment of a contro- 
versy touching twenty bonds placed in the hands of Messrs. Oliver 
& Bro., of Monterey, Mexico. 

Besides the one hundred and fifty-one bonds in the hands of 
Droege & Co., Manchester, England, there is a sum of money in 
the hands of Messrs. Lloyd, Entwistle & Co., of London, England, 
arising from the sale of one hundred and forty-nine bonds, of £15, 
418 12s. 4d., equivalent to say $74,780 in specie, with interest 
thereon from the twenty-fifth of December, 1862. This sum de 
pends upon the result of negotiations which may be had with 
Droege & Co. 

The amount due the State in England will, of course, have to be 
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negotiated separately, and will require much time and labor; but 
the sixty-one bonds in the United States Treasury, and the amount 
in the hands of Mr. Swenson T think could be very readily collected 
by the adoption of this bill. 

There are also two other claims against the federal government in 
existence, which demand special attention, to wit : 

Ist. There was a transaction between the Military Board and 
Messrs. White & Chiles, whereby the latter came into - possession of 
one hundred and thirty-five bonds with coupons, sufficient to make 
about $156,000. A bond was given whereby the obligors bound 
themselyes to pay to the State the sum of $156,000 in Texas State 
bonds or Treasury warrants, in the event they failed to import for 
the use of the Military Board certain articles specified in schedules 
between the parties. The bonds and coupons were taken by Messrs. 
White & Chiles, and a total failure made by them to introduce the 
articles. 

Efforts were made to effect a settlement with White & Chiles, but 
without success. These bonds had been disposed of to different par- 
ties, and in the latter part of 1866 had been partially paid at the 
United States Treasury. Protests were filed against the payment, 
but disregared. The Attorney General, Hon. Wm. M. Walton, 
went to Washington and filed new protests, and finding they were 
still unheeded, instituted suit by injunction against the Secretary of 
the United States Treasury, and all parties holding any of the 
White & Chiles bonds. 

Subsequently a compromise was effected with the above firm, but 
there still remained about fifty-one bonds which had passed out of 
their hands, and so were not in any way affected by the said com- 
promise. 

The Secretary of the Treasury not regarding the protests of the 
State nor the pendency of the litigation, and ignoring the existence 
of the injunctions, caused thirty-four of these bonds to be paid, 
which, with the coupons attached to them, amounted to about 
$91,250. 

This payment under the circumstances was unjust and illegal, and 
forms good grounds upon which to base this claim against the United 
States government. 

2d. By the acceptance of the “Debt Bill" Texas released all 
demands existing against the federal government prior to "February 
28, 1855, growing out of Indian depredations or otherwise. 

From that period down to the thirty-first of August, 1859, Texas 
has paid out for the protection of the frontier, $167,798 62, the 
accounts for which were made out in due form, properly authenti- 
cated, and presented to Congress through the Representatives of 
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Texas. The claim was allowed and an appropriation: made, and but 
for the war would have been collected. Since the war, no effort has 
been made to press this claim. So that it appears that the State of 
Texas has a valid claim azainst the United States of about $266,- 
000, exclusive of accrued interest and the $200,000 due out of the 
$7,750,000 retained for the liquidation of the indebtedness of the 
Republic of Texas, which two items when added will swell the total 
' to over $500,000. 

There is a balance still due to the United States by this State on 
account of the direct tax levied by act of Congress of August 6, 
1861. This also will have to be adjusted at Washington, and is 
another strong argument in favor of the proposed measure. 

In regard to the other provision of the bill, requiring the Comp- 
roller to invest the $60,258 61 School fund, now lying idle in the 
State Treasury, it will suffice to merely call your a tention to sec- 
tion IX of Article IX of the Constitution, which requires such ac 
tion to be taken, and to the fact that the School fund is deriving no 
benefit from this amount, unless it be so invested as to be drawing 
interest. 

In order to carry into effect the provisions of the proposed bill, it 
will require an appropriation of $5,000, which is a very small 
amount, when we take into consideration the magnitude of the sum 
at stake and the work necessary to be done to accomplish the end in 
view. And to provide for the contingent expenses that will arisé in 
the prosecution of these claims, I have embodied in the act a section 
providing for the appropriation of $5,000, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary. 

1 have presented the foregoing facts in relation to the finances of 
the State as briefly as possible, and hope I have succeeded in demon- 
strating conclusively to you the importance of this subject, and the 
necessity for immediate action, that the interests of the State may 
be subserved.

Dear Sir: I presented to certain'of our Senators, a few days 
- since, a brief history of the debt of the United States to the State 
of Texas, giving the present status of the same, and requested au- 
thority from the Legislature to collect and adjust the same. | 

I stated the following sums to be due to: this State, to-wit :-Out 
of the $7,750,000 authorized to be retained by the United States 
: for the liquidation and payment of the debt due by the late Republic 
of Texas—about $200,000 for United States five per cent. indem- 
nity bonds, now deposited in the United States Treasury —$61,000 
for the White & Chiles bonds, paid by the Secretary of the Treasury 
under protest of the State of Texas, and during the pendency of a

Dear Ste: I have the honor to acknowleege the receipt of you 
note of this date, covering a copy of a letter addressed by you to 
the Hon. M. H. Bowers, giving a brief history of moneys due the 
State of Texas by the United States and others, showing a balance 
of a half a million due the State, and asking me to give any infor. 
mation I may have upon the subject, and my opinion as to the proba. 
bility of collecting the sams, etc. ; 

During the administration of Governor Throckmorton I was ap 
pointed agent for the State, conjointly with Wm. M. Walton, Esq, 
Attorney General, and as such it.became my duty to investigate the 
matters referred to in your letter to Mr. Bowers. And without en. 
tering into details, I have to reply that 1 think you have stated the 
facts correctly. 

Under the acts of Congress referred to by you, there was sever 
million and a halfof dollars appropriated to pay certain debts due 
by the Republic of Texas. A. considerable portion of these debis 
was paid by the State of Texas here and ont of other funds, as wil 
doubtless appear by the records of your office-—it is a part of the 
history of the country. In consequence of this there was a surplus 
of the seven million and a half held by the Government of the United 
States for this express purpose. What this surplus is 1 do ni 
know, but I think it is but little less than a quarter of a million of 
dollars. Ihave no doubt myself that this justly and legally belong 
to the State and ought to be recovered. There is no doubt about 
this money being there, it does not belong to the United States, and 
if it does not belong to Texas, to whom does it belong? Not to the 
creditors: they have filed releases in full. 

Congress made an appropriation to indemnify Texas for monty 
expended in protecting the frontier, but in consequence of the secs 
sion of the State, it was not paid over. This is a just debt and ix 
been so acknowledged by the United States. There is also in th 
Treasury the proceeds of sixty-one United States bonds, which is : 
part of a lot of bonds deposited there by Morgan C. Hamilton, Es), 
under the provisional government of Governor Hamilton. Wh 
acting as agent for the State as before stated, I submitted a letter t 
the Secretary of the Treasury asking him to pay over the proce 
of these bonds to the State, as I was authorized to do; he decline 
to do so, because the State had not been restored to the Union. | 
then asked him to have the proceeds invested in the interest bean 
bonds of the United States, as these bonds were then past due mi 
were not bearing interest. "The Secretary informed me that he le 
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red the matter to the Attorney General for his advice. I never 
oe whether my request was complied with or not, but think that 
i One hundred and fifty odd thousand dollars was paid to Mr. Pea- 
body over the protest of Governor Throckmorton, and one made by 
Wm. M. Walton, the then Attorney General, and myself, as agent 
of the State. In the suit of the State of Texas vs. White & Chiles 
et al., recently decided in the Supreme Court of the United States, 
the principle is decided, showing that this payment was illegally 
made, and that the State is entitled to this money. I learn, how- 
ever, that Mr. Peabody gave an indemnity bond, binding himself to 
pay back this money in case it should be decided that it was wrong- 
fully paid to him. Thence there can be but little difficulty in recov- 
ering this money. And so of the bonds (149) I believe in Man- 
chester, England. By the decision referred to; they can be paid 
only to Texas. : 
The item of thirty-seven thousand dollars referred to by you as 
wrongfully paid by the United States, was the proceeds of certain 
bonds held by a Mr. Hardenburg, (purchased of White & Ohilds) 
one of the defendants in the suit of the State of Texas vs. White, 
Chiles ef al., before referred to. This money was recovered back by 
that suit, and collected, I am informed, by George W. Paschal, Esq., 
attorney for the State. The item you refer to as being in the hands 
of S. M. Swenson, was placed there by myself in obedience to in- 
structions of Governor Throckmorton, and is held for the State, sab- 
ject to the order of the proper authorities, and is perfectly safe. 
There is no controversy about this. I do not believe there is an 
item mentioned by you which, with proper management, cannot be ^ 
collected, and most of it with but little trouble.

this State, to-wit: Out of the $7,750,000 authorized to be retained 
by the United States for the payment of the debt due by the late 
Republic of Texas, $200,000; for United States five per cent. jn- 
demnity bonds now deposited in the United States Treasury, $61,- 
000; for the White & Chiles bonds paid by the Secretary of the 
Treasury under protest of the State of “Texas, during the pendency 
of a litigation concerning the same, and in violation of an injunction 
against the payment of said bonds, $37,250 ; for expenses of fron- 
tier protection incurred since the twenty-eighth of February, 1855, 
$167,798 62, making a total of $466,048 62, exclusive of inter. 
est accrued and due, which, when added to the above sum, will swell 
the whole amount due to over $500,000. 

I also stated that there was in the hands of S, M. Swenson, Esg., 
of New York city, the sum of $9,800 in 5-20 United States bonds, 
the proceeds of the adjustment of a controversy touching twenty 
bonds placed in the hands of Oliver & Bro., Monterey, Mexico. 

Knowing that from your six years’ experience as Comptroller of 
this State, you are thoroughly conversant with all matters apper- 
taining to the State finances, I respectfully request your opinion as 
to the validity of these claims, and the probability and practicability 
of their collection.

Sir: In reply to your note of to-day, in relation to claims of the 
State of Texas against the United States Government, I have the 
honor to say, that the Legislature of Texas, by a joint resolution, 
passed September 1, 1856, appears to claim the right to control the 
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unexpended balance of Texas indemnity bonds remaining in the 
United States Treasury after the payment of that class of debt for 
which it was retained; and as the United States are released by 
. limitation from further obligations to pay the unpresented balance of 
said debt, and as the State of Texas may yet remain bound for the 
payment of said balance of debt, it would be just and right that the 
remaining balance of said indemnity bonds should be paid over to 
the State of Texas, to be held subject to the just demands of her 
own creditors. 

Previous to the late war the United States Government appro- 
priated about the sum of $170,000 to reimburse Texas on account 
of expenditures for frontier defense. The collection of this claim 
was defeated only by the act of secession on the part of Texas, and 
may, doubtless, now be collected without delay. 

The other claims mentioned in your letter having accrued since 
the close of my official connection with the State government, 1 have 
no positive knowledge of them, yet I am quite sure that your entire 
statement is substantially correct, and that the several amounts 
claimed by you in behalf of the State, are just and proper demands 
against the United States Government.

A bill was also introduced during the last Legislature, having for 
its object the full and final adjustment of these unsettled balances 
between this State and the United States, which having been read 
once and referred to the Senate Committee on Finance, was never 
reported back by the said committee, so that this matter also re- 
mains in state guo. And I would respectfully request your Excel- 
lency to lay this whole subject before the next Legislature, with 
such suggestions and recommendations as may seem to you proper, 


as some action should certainly be taken in the premises and at an 
early day. 


THE PENITENTIARY, 


There is due, or said to be due, this institution from various sour- 


ces, about $140,000, which should, as far as practicable, be at once 
collected. 


There are debts due by the Penitentiary, on various accounts, 
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amounting, with accrued interest, to the sum of about $60,000, 
These should also be ascertained and adjusted with as little delay as 
possible. 

The affairs of this institution have been very much neglected and 
ought to be thoroughly overhauled and examined. 


ACCOUNTS AGAINST DEFAULTING AND DELINQUENT REVENU. 
OFFICERS. 


These accounts, amounting in the aggragate to about $850,000, 
now encumber the books of this office, without the slightest prospect 
of collection, unless some plan is speedily adopted by which the mat- 
ter can be reached, as the parties—both principals and sureties—-are 
rapidly passing from the control of the officers of the Treasury and 
the jurisdiction of the courts, by death, change of residences and 
other causes. 

With the view to finally settle these accounts against the default- 
ing and delinquent revenue officers, and at the same time to effect a 
fall and complete adjustment of the affairs of the Penitentiary, it is 
respectfully suggested that a law be enacted authorizing the Gover- 
nor to appoint, upon the reccommendation of the Comptroller of 
Public Accounts, a supervising agent of the State Treasury, under 
adequate security, and to act under the instructions and control of 
the Comptroller, whose duty it shall be to travel through the State 
and examine into the condition of all bonds of defaulting officers by 
visiting the localities where the same were executed, and to place 
the same, for suit, in the hands of the district attorneys of the respec- 
tive districts, if the parties to the bond be found solvent, or to com- 
pound, adjust and settle, at discretion, on the spot, and to fully dis- 
charge and acquit both the principal and sureties. 

Such agent should also be delegated with full powers to examine 
into, adjust and settle at discretion, under the advice of the Comp- 
troller, all accounts of the State, both debit and credit, including 
those of the Penitentiary, and as compensation should be allowed a 
certain per centage upon all claims collected on accounts settled by 
him. 

Ti is believed that the enactment of a law of this kind would be 
the most feasible and speedy method of finally adjusting the accounts 
of the Penitentiary, and of closing up the accounts of defaulting 
revenue officers, etc. | 


BACK TAXES. 


Although your Excellency thought proper to strike out the appro- 
priation made for bringing up and collecting back taxes by tho late 
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Legislature, still I deem it my duty to again call your attention to 
this subject, as it is one of great importance, and imperatively de- 
mands careful consideration. 

I trust your Excellency will reconsider this matter and see the 
necessity for action thereon on the part of the Legislature 

This matter has been so frequently referred to that it is not con- 
sidered necessary to enter into any detailed explanation, 

The following letter addressed to your Excellency, is quoted as 
throwing some light upon the subject : 


STATE OF TEXAS, 


OFFICE OF COMPTROLLER OF PUBLIC Accounts, 
AUSTIN, April 20, 1870. 


His Excellency, 
E. J. DAVIS, 
Governor of Texas: 

Sm: I desire to invite your attention to the subject of the col- 
lection of back taxes. 

By section 22, article 12, of the Constitution, it is required that 
provisions shall be made by the first Legislature for the condemna- 
tion and sale of all lands for taxes due thereon, * * * and 
with the view of simplifying and facilitating this work as much as 
possible, I respectfully beg leave to offer a few suggestions for your 
consideration, and request your Excellency to present the same to 
the Legislature when it shall have convened, with such recommenda- 
tions as may seem to you proper. 

The following books and records are kept in this office relating to 
taxes, viz: annual assessment rolls from every county in the State; 
register of lands situated in other counties than where rendered, for 
each year since 1850; registers of sales of lands for taxes; and 
register of lands, the taxes on which have been paid in this office. 

In order to ascertain the precise relation to the State of any 
given tract of land, a minute and careful examination of all the 
above records for each year is necessary. These examinations gen- 
erally oecupy eonsiderable time, sometimes consuming a whole day 
on a single tract, and very frequently the cost to the State of mak- 
ing such an examination is ten-fold the actual amount of taxes due 
upon the tract, and this difficulty is being constantly increased by 
the annual addition of assessment rolls, tax sales, ete., ete., from 
each county. 

ln order to obviate this difficulty and render these examinations 
less expensive to the State, it will be necessary to adopt an entirely 
new system in keeping the records of this office, and to remodel and 
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condense the books and records now in use. The following plan is 
suggested as one that will accomplish the end in view : 

Taking the abstract of titled and patented lands as a basis, y 
separate book should be opened for each connty, in which should be 
entered each tract of land, commencing ~ith No. 1 of the Abstraet, 
and assigning to each tract as many pages as may be necessary. 

Each page should be headed with the name of the origínal 
grantee, the number of acres in the tract, the number of survey, 
when known, and the abstract number to appear in the place of the 
number of the page. 

In appropriate columns should be stated the years for which pay- 
ment of taxes has been made, the number of acres paid upon, where 
paid, the name of the party rendering the tract for taxation, the 
number of aeres sold, redeemed, and on which taxes still remain 
due, and the amount of taxes and interest. 

There is not less than one million dollars of uncollected back 
taxes due the State, and in order to secure payment, the adoption of 
some such system as is proposed, is absolutely essential. ' 

Owing to the imperfect and incomplete state of the rolls and 
records prior to 1850, it willonly be possible to collect taxes fron 
and including that year. : 

I estimate that it wil require twelve first class clerks for twelve 
or eighteen months to eompile these books; and as they are designed 
to take the place of all the records now in use, great accuracy will 
be required in their compilation, so that none butthoroughly compe- 
tent clerks should be employed. 

The amount necessary to accomplish this work is estimated as 
follows :

While these books are being compiled, all payments of back taxes, 
and examinations for private parties, should be suspended, as exam- 
inations will seriously interrupt and retard this work, and create 
confusion. l 

I should be glad to explain, in conversation, to an appropriate. 
committee appointed by the Legislature, in detail the plan proposed. 

While this work is being done it is very important that the Com- 
missioner of the General Land Office shall simultaneously compile a 
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abstract of patented lands, as explained in the corresponderce 1 
had the honor d transmit to your Excellency on the twenty-fifth 
sbruary.

Tt may be said id this connection, that if the Legislature had the 
power to relinquish all taxes heretofore accrued on lands and unpaid, 
_ it might perhaps be considered good policy: to do so; but the Consti- 
tation in section XI, article XI, inhibits the Legislature from taking 
such action, except for taxes levied during the years of the rebellion, 
which the Legislature has no authority to enforce. 

It might be well for the Legislature to define, or the courts to 
determine when the statute of limitation, in regard to lands sold by 
the State for taxes, began to run. 


DEFECTS OF THE LAW FOR THE ASSESSMENT AND COLLECTION OF 
TAXES, 


The act for the t Assessment and Collection of Taxes,” approved 
August 15, 1870, is defective and imperfect in many respects, and 
requires revision and correction before it will be practically operative 
in all its details. 

I most respectfully request your Excellency to urge upon the 
next Legislature, the importance of speedy, but deliberate and eare- 
ful legislation upon this subject, as upon it hinges the whole machinery 
of the State Government, and I call your attention to the following 
most important defects in the law and my suggestions as to their 
corrections. 

Section 8 line 8, “ It may order,” should read “he may order." 
In the bill the words, “district judge” read “ district court," and 
` the words “it” referred to '* court,” and was not amended, so as to 
make it refer back to judge. 

Section 32. Seventh paragraph. Most of this paragraph was in- 
tended to apply to the rendition for income tax, which has been done 
away with, consequently all after the words “the aggregate amount 
of all solvent bonds, contracts for money or other things, securities 
and liquidated claims,” should be stricken out. 

SEC. 40. The words “and schedule” referred to section 34 of 
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the bill, which having been stricken out, these words should als 
have been expunged. The word “schedule " referred to the income 
tax, the sections relating to which were stricken out from the “bill” 

SEC, 41. “Prescribed” This word should be “furnished.” 
The justice of the peace does not “ prescribe” forms. See section . 
6 of the bill. 

SEG. 58. “And schedules.” These words are superfluous, for 
the same reason as that named in remarks on section 40. 

Sec. 60. “One assessment roll.” The bill required the clerk of 
the District Court to forward tivo assessment rolls. But although 
the word “one ” was substituted for “two,” no alterations have been 
made in section 61 and 62, the former of which treats of one af the 
assessment rolls required by the next preceding section, and the 
latter of the “ other assessment roll.” f 

SEC. 62. ‘Income salary.” These words should be expunged 
They related to sections 34 and 39 of the * bill" both of which 
have been stricken out. Section 63, “and of the schedules of otou- 
pation.” As section 118 of the “bill” points out the mode in 
which the occupation tax is to be collected, there is no necessity for . 
the clerk of the District Court, to certify to that which he is not. 
required to do by section 59. (From which section the worl ' 
t occupation ? was stricken out by the Legislature.) If the clerk 
should certify that he had delivered to the sheriff a schedule of: 
occupation tax, his certificate would be false. He is only required: 
by section 59, to deliver to the sheriff ‘‘ one copy of the land book: 
and one copy of the book of the personal property and poll tax”, 
These are the very words by which section 59, of the “bill” weg 
amended by the Legislature. The certificate of the clerk therefore, 
should only extend to, and embrace that which he has delivered to: 
the sheriff. T 

Sec. 65. “ Forfeit,” “forfeited.” Wherever the word “ forfeit”: 
occurred in the ‘‘ bill,” except in this section, and section 57, it was: 
amended by substituting the words “be subject to a fine of," and d.' 
apprehend that similar words should have been substituted in these, 


sections, but no such amendment was reccommended. E 
Sec. 68. “County Court." This should read “ District Courte; 
See section 16. E 


Szc. 74. The word “County” should read “District,” as is evi- 
dent from section 70. $ 

Sxc. T8. Sections “72 and 78." The sections referred w 
should be “70 and 71.” ; 
' Src. 84. “The estimation of incomes, and the rendition of 
salaries." These words should be expunged. They refer to sectionis 
34 and 39 of the “bill,” which have been stricken out. 
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Sno. 86. “Asis prescribed in section one hereof.” These words 
related to section one of the “bill” for which section one of the 
“act” isa substitute. The committee should have remembered this, 
and amended this section accordingly. It does not refer to section 
one of the “act.” 

Suc. 94. “And also to make any such appointment, and shall 
give bonds or other securities,” etc. The word “make” should, in 
my opinion, read “vevoke,” “to appoint as many deputies as he may 
deem necessary,” and “to make any such appointments” are one and 
the same thing. 

Suc. 97. “ Schedules and other data.” All that the sheriff is 
entitled to receive from the clerk of the District Court is one copy of 
the land book, and one copy of the book of personal property and 
poll tax: See section 59. 

Szc. 101. By this section it is provided that “When the volun- 
tary collection of the ad-valorem and poll tax is complete, the sheriff, 
conjointly with the county surveyor, will proceed to ascertain from 
the land books of the justice of the peace, aided by the county map, 
and such other records of the county surveyor's office as may be ne- 
cessary, the lands upon which taxes haye not been paid for the cur- 
rent year, and shall describe the same in the following manner :” 

This work can be done with much less expense, and with greater ac- 
curacy and facility atthe Comptroller’s Office. Itisthereforesuggest- 
ed that section 101 be amended so as to read as follows: “When the 
voluntary collection of the ad-valorem and poll tax is complete, the 
sheriff shall enter upon a general list all such personal property as 
may appear on the personal property book as not haying been ren- 
dered and paid upon. From this general list shall be drawn as 
many lists as there are precincts in the county, drafting into each, as 
near as practicable, the property situated therein respectively. Copies 
of each list shall be posed in at least three public places within each 
precinct, citing the owners of the property therein enumerated, to 
come forward within twenty days from the date of such citation, and 
pay all taxes and costs due, and shall then be dated and signed by 
the sheriff.” 

And also, that the following additional section be inserted. after 
section 111, in lieu of the first part of section 101, to-wit: 

SEC. —. “The Comptroller of Public Accounts shall make 
out and forward on or before the thirty-first day of August, in each and 
every year, to the sheriffs cf the several counties in the State, lists 
of the unrendered land and town lots situated in each county, re- 
ee giving as full a description of each tract and lot as is pos- 

e. 


The sheriff of each county, immediately upon the receipt of such 
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list, shall proceed to value each tract of land and town lot ther 
enumerated, placing the value opposite each tract or lot respectively, 
Such valuation shall be subject to the approval of the justice of +" 
peace of the precinct in which the tract or lot is situated, and to 
said lists shall be returned by the sheriff to the office of the Om . 
troller of Public Accounts on or before the fifteenth day of October 
of each year.” , 

Src. 105. This section is entirely inoperative until the Legid, 
ture shall have enacted a law to carry into effect sections XXL) 
XXII of article XII of the Constitution. 4 

Sec. 111. By section 60, the clerk of the District Courtis regufrd 
to forward the assessment rolls of property within the county tb 
Comptroller on or before June 1, of each year. Section 111 
vides that “a person not residing in the county in which his 
may lie, may, on or before the first day of April, in any yea 
into the State Treasury, in advance, the taxes assessed on such 
for that year, upon the certificate of the Comptroller of Public 
counts. And the Comptroller is required, by the latter part o 
same section, to forward a list of all such payments immedi: 
after the first day of April to the sheriffs of the counties wh 
such lands may be situated. " 

the assessment rolls are not required to be returned t 
Comptroller’s Office until the first day of June in each year, 
cannot be received at that office, for any year, until the asses 
rolls for that year have been filed, and it has been recomr 
that the lists of unrendered property shall be made out at the « 
troller’s Office, instead of by the sheriffs. It is therefore sug 
that section 111 be so amended as to read as follows: “A 
not residing in the county in which his land may lie, may, .

Sec. 116. The provision, that no title to land shall be re 
unless proof is filed that all back taxes have been paid, shó 
stricken out, unless some ‘provision is made for “bringing w 
collecting back taxes,” as it is at present impossible to as 
from the Comptroller's Office the facts necessary to make such 
and, indeed, this section should be prospective only, and shou 
go into effect before the first day of January, 1872. It is als 
vided, by this section, that fifty per cent. annual interest sh 
charged upon all taxes due upon land. This provision, we: 
should be stricken out. If a person giving deed to his lan 
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regularly paid his taxes as they were due, or prior to making title, 
has paid up all back taxes belore such interest was required, his tax 
receipts should certainly be sufficient evidence that the taxes due 
upon his land have been paid, and the interest ought not to be charged 
upon taxes already paid. Even upon back taxes due and unpaid, 
fifty per cent. annual interest seems to be a very excessive rate of 
interest, and will prove a burden to tax-payers. 

The following will illustrate how this provision works practi- 
cally: 


STATE (50 PERCENT. TAX AND 
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Sec, 118. “The Clerk of the County Court.” 

As under section 38 of chapter 65, of the General Laws of 1870 
the occupation tax, when levied for county purposes, is to be paid 
to the county treasurer, and as the occupation tax referred to m 
this act, is for State purposes, and payment thereof is to be ‘made to 
the sheriff the word “county” should read “district?” and the 
clerk of the District Court is the proper officer to issue licenses on 
the authority of the receipt of the sheriff, when produced to said 
clerk of the District Court. 

* Not less than four months.” This conflicts with section five of 
* An act to levy taxes,” which says: “for less than three months,” 

In connection with this subject, I would state that the appropris- 
tion embodied in the law for the assessment and collection of taxe 
(section 125) of three thousand dollars, to carry the same into 
effect, for the purchase of blanks, printing instructions, contingen- 
cles, etc., is insufficient for the purposes indicated, and a further ap- 
propriation of not less than fifteen hundred dollars will be needed. 

Under the new system inaugurated by said law, a complete new 
set of blank forms will be necessary, it being impracticable to use 
any of the old blank forms now on hand; and not only will the 
number of forms be necessarily increased, but it will also be necessary 
to order a much larger quantity of each, as under the new sys- 
tem, this office is required to furnish all required blanks to seven 
officers in each county, viz: five justices of the peace, sheriff and dis- 
trict clerk, while heretofore, one officer in each county (the assessor 
and collector) performed all the duties connected with the assessment 
and collection of taxes A less sum than that indicated, four thiu- 
sand five hundred dollars, in the aggregate, will be inadequate to 
fully3carry out the provisions of the law as to blanks, instructions, 
postage, etc. ` - 


ACT TO LEVY TAXES. 


In section four, of “ An act to levy taxes," approved August 15, 
1870, it is provided that a tax of one hundred and fifty dollars shall 
be collected from every person selling goods by sample, card or 
otherwise, The words “or otherwise” should be stricken out, as % 
is the evident intention of this provision to levy a tax upon traveling 
agents or drummers, and not upon merchants and others engaged it 
a legitimate business and paying the ad-valorem tax. This part o 
the section referred to as it now reads, could be construed to meal 
that any and all persons selling goods were subject to the tax of on 
hundred and fifty dollars, which is not the intention of the law.

I am compelled to again lay before your Excellency the urgent 
and absolute necessity of a larger clerical force in this office, and to 
solicit your co-operation in my efforts to render it efficient in all its 
branches, so that the wants of the public may be properly and 
promptly attended to, and the office made to fulfill the end for 
which it was created. 

In conclusion, I most respectfully request that a committee of the 
Legislature be appointed, at an early day, to examine into and report 
upon the condition of this office, as to the necessity for a larger cleri- 
cal force, the back tax matter, and its general efficiency.
